Governor Dona hey Tuesda y night 
vetoed the Cha ppelea r-Herbert elec­ 
tion bill in his messa ge sa ys: 
“ In doing so I a pprecia te fully my 
repea ted requests for election reform \ 
legisla tion, including my request on : 
Ma y 9 , for the pa ssa ge of the bill in 
question. Since my la st request, how­ 
ever, in the fina l turbulent session of 
the genera l 
a ssembly, 
during 
the 
night of Ma y 
11, there were a dded 
123 a mendments, severa l of which a re 
thoroly iniquitous. 
“ The result is tha t the bill conta ins 
fa r more evil tha n good. 
“ I requested the genera l essa mbly 
to provide two reforms, na mely, per­ 
ma nent registra tion for cities a nd a n 
ea sier method of recount. 
To these 
subjects I sha ll give further study 
a nd in due sea son submit comprehen- j 
sive 
proposa ls a t 
a n extra ordina ry 
session of the genera l a ssembly. 
While the governor did not include 
in his messa ge the specifica tions up­ 
on which 
the 
election 
code* wa s 
stricken down by 
his veto 
pen in

Although the ordinary fruit tree is 
an “assembled article” In which th“ 
part under ground is generally grown 
from seed and the part abov e ground 
is the result of grafting a bud on the 
seedling root stock, horticulturists in 
the past hav e confined their liupro\e 
raent efforts to tHe part of the tree 
abov e ground. 
Recently, howev er, the 
United States Department of Agtieul 
ture, has undertaken to tiring about 
further improv ement b.v dev eloping a 
method of producing better root stocks, 
or underground parts on which to 
graft or bud the desired v arieties. 


Veg etative 
Prop ag ation. 
It is well known by nurserymen and 
orchardists that most fruits do uot re­ 
produce v arieties from seed; that bud­ 
ding or some other form of v egetativ e 
propagation must therefore l>e used to 
multiply a giv en v ariety. 
It Is not so 
well recognized, howev er, that seedling 
root Stocks also v ary in their hered­ 
itary make-up. 
The practice of pro 
ducing most root stocks from seed is 
probably responsible for much of the 
Irregularity in their performance and 
the ultimate failure of many orchard 
trees. 
Guy E. Yerkes, horticulturist In the 
bureau of plant industry of the de­ 
partment, has conducted enough tests 
to show that some root stocks can he 
propagated by means of root cuttings 
and in this way faithfully reproduce 
the mother root system. 
The mother 
trees selected hav e shown exceptional 
v igor and indications of resistance to 
insects and diseases. 
The v egetativ e 
propagations from these mother trees 
are being tested to determine their 
affinity for the v arieties worked on 
them and their adaptability to a wide 
range of conditions by planting in or­ 
chards. 
Rap id Prop ag ation. 
Sev eral apple, cherry, and 
plum 
selections already made are showing 
superiority ov er seedling stocks in the 
nursery. 
By propagating them v ege* 
tativ ely—by means of cuttings or lay­ 
ers rather than by seed—the charac­ 
teristics of the mother plant are as 
sured In the progeny. 
Inexpensiv e 
and rapid propagation of the selected 
and 
prov ed 
indiv iduals 
is an 
im­ 
portant problem. 
Much of the diili 
culty experienced at first in that con­ 
nection has been ov ercome and meth­ 
ods hav e been dev eloped which promise 
commercial application of this means 
of improv ing the underground part of 
fruit trees. Sev eral years’ tests under 
orchard conditions will be necessary 
to bring out the qualities of these 
selected 
stocks 
before 
Introducing 
them.

Feed for Laying Hens

four years at the Idaho agricultural 
experiment station hav e shown that 
the v itamtne content of a ration for 
laying hens Is exceedingly important.

[ jou rnal bearings when a fine abrasiv e 
¡was in the lu bricant, a cond ition sim­ 
ilar to that resu lting from tlie p res­ 
ence of road d u st and other solid mat­ 
ter in the crank case oil of au tomobile 
engines. 
Increase F rictio n Loss. 
Und er sev ere operating cond itions, 
road d u st in the lu bricant of on au to­ 
mobile will consid erably increase fric­ 
tion losses, while at light load s, it 
was shown, bu t little d ifference will 
be noted . 
| 
“This fact mak es especially impor­ 
tant the precise d etermination of the 
jeffect of d u st on the d u rability of the 
affected p arts of tire engine from a 
stand point of serv ice and economy ,” 
the report states. 
The Jou rnal bearing friction ma­ 
chine u sed in the tests prov id ed a 
method of measu ring the fractional 
loss in n jou rnal bearing when oper­ 
ating u nd er d ifferent cond itions of 
load on the bearing, speed of shaft 
md v iscocity of the oil, and by cor­ 
relating these facts in a su itable man­ 
ner a comparison of the p erformances 
of d ifferent lu bricants with a giv en 
bearing was obtained . 
F rictio n Loss Same. 
This comparison of the p erform­ 
ance of straight mineral oils mid that 
of the same oils, plu s a small p er­ 
centage 
of a wry 
fine 
abrasiv e, 
showed that u nd er v ery light cond i­ 
tions of serv ice the fraction loss of 
tlie bearing is abou t tlie same when 
u sing either the straight mineral oil 
nr the oil plu s abrasiv e. 
At more sev ere op erating cond itions, 
howev er, the friction loss when u sing 
nil plu s abrasiv e was shown to be 
greater than when op erating u nd er 
id entical cond itions with the straight 
nil. This d ifference increases as the 
sev erity of operating cond itions Is in­ 
creased . it was ex plained . 
“These resu lts ind icate that there 
is at least a promising field for fu r­ 
ther research with reference to the 
factors affecting the wear of Jou rnal 
hearings,” the report points ou t.

The manu factu rer’s list price for a 
clu tch of popu lar mak e is $01.32. 
This inclu d es a fly wheel and u niv ersal 
joint shell. One hu nd red and twenty - 
fiv e d ollars bu y s a complete transmis­ 
sion for a certain six -cy lind er car.

whole engine, six -cy lind er 
ty pe, 
complete with carbu retor, cliitch. fly ­ 
wheel, pu mps, starter, generator, d is­ 
tribu tor and all that goes with it can 
be had for $150. 
And these are manu factu rer’s list 
prices which generally are regard ed 
as being absu rd ly high. 


Be Specific in Getting

When d iscu ssing the mechanical fea­ 
tu res of the car with a rep airer, or 
when ord ering spare p arts, it is high­ 
ly imp ortant to be specific. There are 
many p arts of the au tomobile bearing 
similar or id entical names. 
A car owner might speak of hav ing 
bu rned ou t or d amaged the “resist­ 
ance.”

It is one 
of two “throttle controls.” The ac­ 
celerator is the other. That big mem­ 
ber su p p orting the rear of the car is 
not the rear ax le.

Why do es the menace to life and 
pro perty o n this stream gro w greater 
each y ear? 
Perhaps the mo st Impo rtant facto r, 
acco rding to a bu lletin fro m -Washing­ 
to n (D. C.) headqu arters o f the Na­ 
tio nal Geo graphic so ciety , is the u su al­ 
ly lau dable effo rt o f Americans to de 
v elo p and bu ild u p their co u ntry . 
"Aside fro m the fact that sev eral 
decades ago there were fewer peo jde 
liv ing and fewer do llars Inv ested in the 
regio ns su bject to o v erflo w in the lo w­ 
er Mississippi v alley ," say s the bu l­ 
letin, "the flo o d stages were actu ally 
lo wer in tho se day s. 
They were lo w­ 
er, to co nsider o ne impo rtant fact, fo r 
the v ery go o d reaso n that then less 
water was fed into the Mississippi’s 
100,000 tribu taries In a giv en space o f 
time. 
Fo rests and wo o dlands that do 
no t no w ex ist held a large part o f the 
rainfall and fed it slo wly into bro o ks 
and creeks and riv ers.

PROMPTS SUDDEN ACTION 


The Governor Will Summon 
tile Assembly In Session 
Next January To Enact 
Voting Reforms, He Says 
—Plans Reversed — State 
Library Ordered C l o s e d 
June 30 When Both Houses 
Adjourn Without Action. 


Governor Donahey Tuesday night 
vetoed the Chappehar-Herbert elec­ 
tion bill in his message says: 
“In doing so I appreciate fully my 
repeated requests for election reform 
legislation, including my request on 
May 9, for the passage of the bill in 
question. Since my last request, how­ 
ever, in the final turbulent session of 
the general 
assembly, 
during 
the 
night of May 
ll, there were added 
123 amendments, several of which are 
thoroly iniquitous. 
“The result is that the bill contains 
far more evil than good. 
“I requested the general essambly 
to provide two reforms, namely, per­ 
manent registration for cities and an 
easier method of recount. 
To these 
subjects I shall give further study 
and in due season submit comprehen­ 
sive 
proposals at 
an extraordinary 
session of the general assembly. 
While the governor did not include 
in his message the specifications up­ 
on which 
the 
election 
code% was 
stricken down by 
his veto 
pen in 
what may be its last use, it is known 
that a dozen or 
more 
questionable 
."sa 
provisions caused him to act. Among 
these were: 
1. A provision which makes possi­ 
ble registration of voters the night 
before election, giving

I 
Although tilt; ordinary fruit tree is 
an “assembled article” in which th • 
part under ground is generally grown 
from seed and the part above ground 
Is the result of grafting a bud on the 
seedling root stuck, horticulturists Ii* 
the past have confined their Improve 
merit efforts to the part of the trot 
above ground. 
Recently, however, the 
United States Department of AgrleuI 
ture, lias undertaken to bring about 
further Improvement by developing a 
method of producing better root stocks, 
or underground 
parts on 
which to 
graft or bud the desired varieties. 


Vegetative Propagation. 


It Is well known by nurserymen and 
orchardists that most fruits do not re­ 
produce varieties from s e e d ; that bud­ 
ding or some other form of vegetative 
propagation must therefore Ire used to 
multiply a given variety. 
It Is not so 
well recognized, however, that seedling 
root stocks also vary In their hered­ 
itary make up. 
The practice of pro 
ducing most root stocks from seed Is 
probably responsible for much of the 
irregularity in their performance and 
the ultimate failure of many orchard 
trees. 
Guy E. Yerkes, horticulturist In the 
bureau of plant Industry of the de­ 
partment, has conducted enough tests 
to show that some root stocks can be 
propagated by means of root cuttings 
and in this way faithfully reproduce 
the mother root system. 
The mother 
trees selected have shown exceptional 
vigor and indications of resistance to 
insects and diseases. 
The vegetative 
propagations from these mother trees 
are being tested to determine their 
aflinity for the varieties worked on j 
them and their adaptability to a wide j 
range of conditions by planting in or­ 
chards. 
Rapid Propagation. 
Several 
apple, 
cherry, 
and 
plum 
selections already made are showing 
superiority over seedling stocks in the 
nursery. 
By propagating them vege- 
ta lively— by means of cuttings or lay­ 
ers rather than by seed—the charac­ 
teristics of the mother plant are as 
sured In 
the 
progeny. 
Inexpensive 
and rapid propagation of the selected 
and 
proved 
Individuals 
Is 
an 
Im­ 
portant problem. 
Much of the diill 
culty experienced at first in that con 
nectlon ha9 been overcome and meth­ 
ods have been developed which promise 
commercial application of this means 
of Improving the underground part of 
fruit trees. 
Several years’ tests under 
orchard conditions will be necessary 
to bring out the qualities of these 
selected 
stocks 
before 
introducing 
them. 


Lawn Clippings Useful 
Feed for Laying Hens 


Experiments conducted for the last 
four years at the Idaho agricultural 
experiment station have shown that 
the vitamine content of a ration for 
laying hens is exceedingly important. 
Lawn clippings 
when 
used as 
a 
green feed proved almost as valuable 
as cod liver oil In preventing mortal­ 
ity from vitamine deficiency, In in* 
creasing production and profits over j 
feed cost, and in increasing hatch- 
ability. 
This was found true when 
the clippings were used with a well­ 
balanced ration, from 1924 to 192G. 
Results of trial conducted over a 
two and one-half-year period Indicat­ 
ed that dried yeast, under the cond! 
tions of the experiment, was not nec­ 
essary. 
A one-year trial of orange 
juice and a six months trial with let­ 
tuce indicated that both contain suf­ 
ficient vitamines to prevent vitamine A 
deficiency.

East of a line drawn from the mouth 
of the River Ob to Lake Baikal, the 
subsoil is always frozen even in the 
height of summer.

town of Verkhoyansk, which Is the

In January the 
average tem perature Is minus 60 de

The United States bureau of stand­ 
ards has just completed a series of 
laboratory experiments to determine 
the effect of road dust on the lubri­ 
cants of automobiles. 
The Investigation involved a study 
of the performance characteristics of 
journal bearings when a fine abrasive 
was in the lubricant, a condition sim­ 
ilar to that resulting from the pnes- 
ence of road dust and other solid mat­ 
ter in the crankcase oil of automobile 
engines. 
Increase Friction Loss. 
Under severe operating conditions, 
road dust In the lubricant of an auto­ 
mobile will considerably increase fric­ 
tion losses, while at light loads, it 
was shown, but little difference will 
be noted. 
"This fact makes especially Impor­ 
tant the precise determination of the 
effect of dust on the durability of the 
affected parts of the engine from a 
standpoint of service and economy,” 
the report states.

method of measuring the fractional 
loss in a Journal hearing when oper­ 
ating

of different lubricants with a given 
hearing was obtained. 
Friction Loss Same. 
This comparison 
of the 
perform­ 
ance of straight mineral oils and that 
of the same oils. plus a small per­ 
centage 
of 
a 
ripry 
fine 
abrasive, 
showed that under very light condi­ 
tions of service the fraction loss of 
the bearing is about the same when 
using either the straight mineral oil 
or the oil plus abrasive. 
At more severe operating conditions, 
however, the friction loss when using 
oil plus abrasive was shown to be 
greater than 
when operating under 
’dentinal conditions with the straight 
oft. 
This difference increases as the 
severity of operating conditions is In­ 
creased. it was explained. 
“These results Indicate that there 
is at least a promising field for fur­ 
ther research with reference to the 
factors affecting the wear of journal 
he rings,” the report points out.

When a tire strikes 1,000 bumps 
and dips In a mile of driving, internal 
friction is at a high point.

the average tire to disintegrate rapid­ 
ly and weakens the best of them. By 
picking out a smoother road and sav­ 
ing 500 rough spots, a tire will flex 
5,000,000 instead of 10,000,000 times 
in the course of 10,000 miles. Other 
things being equal, it is the same as 
doubling its life.

Washington.— Why does each suc­ 
ceeding great Hood in the Mississippi 
river break all records? 
Why does the menace to life and 
property on this stream grow greater 
each year? 
Perhaps the most Important factor, 
according to a bulletin from-Wasbing- 
ton (LU C.) headquarters of the Na 
tional Geographic society, is the usual 
iy laudable effort of Americans to de 
velop apd build up their country. 
“Aside from the fact that several 
decades ago there were fewer people 
living and fewer dollars Invested In the 
regions subject to overflow in the low­ 
er Mississippi valley," says the bul­ 
letin, “the flood stages were actually 
lower in those days. 
They were low­ 
er, to consider one important fact, for 
the very good reason that then less 
water was fed into the Mississippi’s 
100,000 tributaries in a given space of 
time. 
Forests and woodlands that do 
not now exist held a large part of the 
rainfall and fed it slowly into brooks 
and creeks and rivers. 
Irregularities 
in the lie of the land formed puddles 
that later evaporated, or sent rills in 
tortuous paths that slowed up the run 
off. 
“In late years a constantly increas 
ing population has been busy chang­ 
ing these conditions. 
Every tree cut, 
every roof built, every street paved, 
every drainage ditch dug, and every 
culvert constructed in the vast area 
drained by the Mississippi river sys­ 
tem has done its bit toward pouring 
rainfall more quickly into the great 
river. 
Sometimes Was Forty Miles Wide. 
“Not only has man helped to put 
more water Into the Mississippi; ids 
works have helped to confine it there. 
When De Soto and ids followers first 
knew the Mississippi, it spread out at 
each flood season over a wide area. 
Sometimes in its lower reaches it was 
20, 30, and even 40 miles wide. 
It 
was truly the ‘Father of Waters.* 
“The fact 
that 
the 
flood 
waters 
spilled away at numerous places into 
swamps and lowlands kept the flood 
crest down in the lower river. 
In 
1717, three-foot levees protected New 
Orleans. 
Now they rise 25 feet or I 
more above the city. 
Even as late as : 
1882 the highest flood stage at New 
J 
Orleans was IO feet. 
In 1922 it was j 
above 22 fe e t; and the present rise 
threatens to exceed that figure. 
One 
reason, at least, for this, Is that more 
efficient levee maintenance for many- 
hundreds of miles along the river has 
herded the flood waters past New Or- 
I leans as well as other lower river 
points in the regular channel. 
Levees Affect Wide Area. 
“More intensive development of the 
lowlands has made this levee system 
necessary. 
Now, some 29,000 square 
miles are dependent on the levees for 
protection, 
breaks 
still 
occur, 
and 
when they do they drain off some of 
the flood waters, and so relieve in 
some measure the strain on the banks 
farther down stream. 
But it is not 
the innocuous affair that it was ’n the 
days of De Soto. 
Now towns and 
plantations, 
railways and 
Industrial 
plants lie in the lowlands, and any ‘re­ 
lief that a levee break may occasion 
to down-river points is at a cost of 
many lives and much valuable prop­ 
erty. 
“On the whole a considerable quan 
tity of water finds its way from tile 
lower Mississippi through levee breaks 
and bayous. 
The most important nat­ 
ural safety valve is the Atchafalaya 
river or bayou which flows away from 
tile Mississippi at the mouth of the 
Red river, and finds its way directly 
to the Gulf of Mexico some 50 miles 
west of New Orleans. 
In flood times 
this out-flowing stream takes from the 
swollen ‘Father of W aters’ as much 
as 350,000 cubic feet of water each 
second—an amount equal to more than 
half the average flow of the Mississip­ 
pi. 
It is because of such losses as 
this, coupled with the much greater 
depth of the channel in the lower riv 
er, that the flood stage can be between 
50 and OO feet at Memphis and Vicks­ 
burg, and only a little more than 20 
at New Orleans. 
Thirty States Swell Its Waters. 
“The Mississippi 
river system is 
truly a continental feature, draining 
a million and a quarter of the three 
million odd square miles of the United 
States. 
Thirty 
of 
the 
forty-eight 
states send a greater or less contr! 
bution of water to this great stream 
Even New York, Pennsylvania, Vir 
ginia, North 
Carolina 
and 
Georgia 
with frontages on the Atlantic, are 
tapped by its tributaries. 
Of the in 
land states only five— Idaho, Utah, Ne 
vada, Arizona and Vermont— do not 
pay drainage tribute to the ‘Fathei 
of W aters.’ 
“The main Mississippi river is mort 
than 2,500 miles long, while the Mis 
sissippi-Missouri 
is 
4,200 
miles 
ii 
length— the longest river system in tin 
world. 
Tile great scale on which tilt 
Mississippi is built becomes evideni 
when one considers the time required 
for floods to pass down its course 
About thirty days are required for tilt 
surging flood crest to pass from tin 
mouth of the Ohio to New Orleans 
and from ten days to two weeks, fron 
Greenville, Miss., to New Orleans. 
Banks Undeveloped. 
“Most travelers, in traversing 
U h 
lowat Miaslaslppi river, are astounded 


at the deserted aspect of long stretches 
of the banks. 
It is almost os though 
one were on a stream running through 
an uninhabited land. 
In the case of 
such a river, flowing through extensive 
lowlands, tiffs must be true, save Id 
lands of a teeming population. 
“Tile Mississippi is so treacherous, 
Its definite course is so tentative, that 
In tile lower regions next to the river 
little development has yet been pos 
sible. Tangled forests, willow-covered 
deserted Islands, and stretches of sand 
follow in weary succession as the riv­ 
er makes its way in great bcxds and 
loops, 
Tile deserted aspect is part ic j 
ulariy 
marked 
on 
the 
right 
bank. | 
which Is lowest 
On 
the left bank , 
rocky bluffs appear at Intervals, and 
almost without exception have been se j 
lected for permanent settlements. 
Co 
lumbus, K y.; Randolph and Memphis, 
Tenn.; 
Vicksburg, 
Grand 
Gulf and 
Natchez, Miss., and Baton Rouge, La., 
all lie on these infrequent felt-bank 
bluffs which, geologists say, represent 
tile remains of coastal promontories 
about an ancient sea. 
Carries Great Burden of Silt. 
“An Important aspect of the Mis­ 
sissippi river Is the great amount of 
silt which it carries. 
For many thou 
sands of years the river has been 
transporting its burden of mud and 
clay and sand, depositing it to build 
up Dew land. 
South of Cape Girar­ 
deau, Mo., the country through which 
the river flows for more than COO miles 
to the gulf is of its own creation. 
The 
youngest of this land, of course, is the 
present delta south of the Red river, 
a region of low land, lakes, bayous, 
and 
marshes. 
It 
13 estimated that 
each year the river dumps into the 
gulf solid matter sufficient to build 
new land one mile square and 241 feet 
deep. 
The delta 
probably advances 
seaward GO or 70 feet per year, or 
1^4 miles per century. 
The ‘land’ add 
ed each year lacks much of being ter­ 
ra 
firma. 
Instead 
it 
Is a 
quaking 
morass of Jelly-like silt through which 
the river meets the sea. 
“The noticeable extension of Louisi­ 
ana into the gulf cannot go on indefi 
nltely. 
About ll miles out from the 
present edge there Is a sudden drop 
to deep water In which the ocean cur­ 
rents are strong. 
When the ‘Father 
of W aters’ has built to this line his 
burden of silt will probably be whisked 
away to be scattered Ineffectually over 
broad areas of the ocean floor.”
